I the provieions of the Administration's 
man power bill, extending the draft 
ages, wilt be iaaued probably the 1st 
{ ter part of November, MaJ. Henry 
F Rhodes, head of the selective ser- 
vice in Kentucky aald. 

If the bill peases, as urged by the 
Administration — extending the age 
from 10 to 45 — Major Rhodes eat i 
matea that between 140,00? and 260 
oon men will he affected in Kentur 
ky. Of this numeh. he said, 75,Of1fl 
or 00.000 will pass the phyatcal ex 
amination snd be ready for a call to 
the colors 

With the extension of the draft 
ages, he said, there is little proba- 
bility of deferred classes being call- 
ed at all. Youths who hare attain- 
ed their twenty first birthday since 
.lune I last will be called Into aer- 
vie* of the latter part of September 
or the Arst nf October. 

Ten thousand men r|uali(ied for 
general military service will be called 
the first week in September and there 
are enough men in class I at present 
to (III this rail. 

In addition to this call for regis- 
tranta qualified for general service.
